• OBERLIN, Jan. 
17.—"It will 


eimply make law-breakers of some 
of. our law-abiding American citi- 
zens." This is the effect of the re- 
cently introduced Poin dexter Labor 
bill, predicted by Warren S. Stone. 
Grand Chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Enginers, who spoke at 
the Y. M. C. \. meeting last nigbt 
on labor problems. 


Mr. Stone, who is president of 


the Plunil- Plan League, heartily 
endorsed that plan, as orre of the 
legitimate demands of labor. 


^The speaker began by averring 


that "there is room for only one 
flag in tho United States." and tJrat 
the Stars and Stripes. He proceed- 
ed to show that the labor question 
is the ore which has survived 
through all the ages, and stated 
that 'you cannot- Americanize and 
exploit immigrants at the same 
time." 


"It looks very much like private 


ownership is going to prove a fail- 
ure," Mr. Stone said referring to 
the railroads, 
after stating that 


railroad motive power and equip- 
ment when returned to the private 
'awners by the Government were/ 
ia 60 per cant 
better condition! 


than when tie Government took 
them over. 


He enumerated 
a number of 


other labor problems which-have 
piled up to be solved in the near 
future. As one move toward a solu- 
tion of some, he said, "workers 
must take a greater interest ia the 
franchise, voting for or against a 
candidate regardless of his ticket. 
He outlined the war organization 
of the Brotherhood. 


Finally Mr. Stone told the pol- 


icy of the Brotheraood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers Cooperative Nation 
al Bank in Cleveland, the first bank 
of its kind ever established.
